Cherish  the  Ladies  to 
perform  at  FSC

On  Friday,  February  28, 
Fitchburg  State  College  will  kick 
off  Women's  History  Month  by 
welcoming  Irish-American 
group,  Cherish  the  Ladies,  to 
take  center  stage  at  8pm  in 
Weston  Auditorium. 

This  all-women  ensemble, 
formed  in  1985,  has  performed 
in  concert  halls  and  major  folk 
festivals  throughout  North 
America,  Great  Britain,  Ireland, 
and  Europe.  They  have  ap- 
peared on  National  Public  Ra- 
dio and  PBS  television  in  North 
America,  as  well  as  BBC  and 
RTE  radio  and  television  in  Eu- 
rope. They  have  shared  the  stage 
with  the  Clancy  Brothers, 
Tommy  Makem,  Joan  Baez,  and 
James  Taylor. 

Their  first  recording,  Cherish 
the  Ladies,  was  cited  by  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  as  an  out- 
standing traditional  recording. 


In  a  new  collaboration  with  the 
Green  Linnet  label,  their  highly 
acclaimed  recording,  The  Back 
Door,  will  soon  be  followed  by

MASSPIRG  to  represent 
citizenship  in  action

As  the  spring  semester  be- 
gins, so  do  new  MASSPIRG 
campaigns.  The  Massachusetts 
Student  Public  Interest  Research 
Group  is  a  statewide  organiza- 
tion that  works  on  environmen- 
tal, consumer,  hunger,  and 
homelessness  issues. 

This  semester  MASSPIRG 
will  organize  two  main  cam- 
paigns; the  Hunger  Clean-up  and 
the  Updated  Bottle  Bill. 
MASSPIRG,  the  Year  of  the 
Citizen  Committee,  and  the  Club 
Council  will  host  a  campus-wide 
Hunger  Clean-up  on  April  12th. 
The  one  day  work-a-thon  will 
be  both  a  fundraiser  and  a  com- 
munity service.  Student,  fac- 
ulty, staff,  and  community  mem- 
bers will  work  at  several  sites 
throughout  the  greater  Fitchburg 


area.  Projects  include  the  re- 
painting of  shelter  walls  and  the 
repair  of  a  local  playground. 

The  other  campaign 
MASSPIRG  is  working  on  is  the 
Updated  Bottle  Bill.    In  1982

students  passed  the  original 
Bottle  Bill  (putting  the  5  cent 
deposit  on  beer  and  soda  con- 
tainers). This  Bill  increased  re- 
cycling in  Massachusetts.  The 
current  Bottle  Bill  doesn't  cover 
iced  tea,  juice,  and  water  botUe 
containers.  Bottles  covered  by 
the  Bottle  Bill  are  recycled  at 


80%,  while  others  are  recycled 
at  30%. 

In  an  effort  to  increase  re- 
cycling in  Massachusetts,  stu- 
dents will  be  holding  press 
conferences,  meetings  with 
town  organizations,  and  poll- 
ing and  petitioning  events.  Stu- 
dents hope  to  demonstrate  and 
to  build  local  support  for  the 
Updated  Bottle  Bill.  The  Up- 
dated Bottle  Bill  would  include 
iced  tea,  juice,  and  water 
bottles.  These  categories  are  a 
large  part  of  the  bottles  and 
canned  beverage  market. 

Last  semester  student 
MASSPIRG  members  orga- 
nized many  events,  including 
a  voter  registration  drive,  hun- 
ger and  homelessness  week, 
petitioning  for  the  toxics  right 
to  know  campaign,  and  stream 
cleanups.

FSC  proposed  as 
Honors  College

The  Board  Of  Higher  Education  is  currently  considering  the  des- 
ignation of  one  state  college  as  the  "Honors"  or  "Commonwealth" 
college  of  Massachusetts.  President  Michael  Riccards  has  proposed 
Fitchburg  State  College  as  one  of  the  options. 

Fitchburg  State's  proposal  is  unique  because  it  suggests  the  con- 
cept of  a  "college  within  a  college."  The  FSC  Honors  College  will 
be  integrated  into  the  current  institution.  This  program  will  most 
likely  be  an  expansion  of  the  current  honors  program,  broadening 
it's  presently  offered  courses. 

The  curriculum  of  the  program  will  be  designed  to  mold  stu- 
dents into  leaders  for  the  twenty-first  century.  Students  will  spend 
a  great  deal  of  time  on  interdisciplinary  work  and  on  activities  out- 
side of  the  classroom,  including  community  based  service  and  in- 
ternships. 

Emphasis  will  be  put  on  the  development  of  communication  and 
problem  solving  skills,  understanding  and  appreciating  technology, 
and  thinking  competitively,  globally,  and  ethically. 

Students  will  likely  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  program, 
though  requests  to  join  the  program  will  likely  be  accepted.  Good 
academic  standing  will  not  be  the  sole  consideration  for  acceptance 
into  the  program.  Leadership,  involvement,  and  motivation  will  be 
highly  regarded.  The  programs  heaviest  focus  will  occur  during 
freshman  and  sophomore  years. 

Presently,  Undergraduate  Dean  Dr.  Mary  Ann  Hanley  is  leading 
a  group  of  faculty  members  involved  in  the  formation  of  this  pro- 
gram. The  group  hopes  to  complete  this  formation  by  the  end  of  the 
semester.  Two  FSC  students  have  also  been  included  in  the  group 
to  express  student  opinion. 

The  group  believes  that  Fitchburg  State  College  would  serve  as 
a  good  location  for  the  "Honors"  college  due  to  the  strong  interac- 
tion between  it's  liberal  arts  and  professional  programs,  and  it's 
long  history  of  internships. 

Even  if  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  does  not  choose  Fitch- 
burg State  College,  the  program  will  still  likely  be  instated.  Hanley 
believes  that  the  program  will  shape  students  into  good  workers 
and  strong  leaders  who  are  ready  for  the  competitive  world.  This 
idea  of  leadership  will  be  extended  to  the  whole  campus. 

Dr.  Hanley  is  very  interested  in  student  feedback.  Any  student 
with  suggestions  concerning  this  Honors  program  may  contact  her 
in  the  Academic  Affairs  Office.

2)  The  second  to  last  week- 
end (Saturday  April  25  and  Sun- 
day April  26)  is  the  official 
Spring  Fling,  initiated  by  the 
Programs  Committee  and  Stu- 
dent Activities  office.

ning is  not  complete,  and  the 
Strobe  will  continue  to  monitor 
all  of  the  student  and  adminis- 
trative organizations  who  will 
support  and  contribute  to  the 
events  of  this  weekend. 

3)  The  incongruency  be- 
tween these  two  dates  occurs 
because  the  President's  Office 
has  mandated  a  moratorium, 
blocking  all  campus  organiza- 
tions from  planning  any  event 
after  the  last  weekend  of  classes 
(April  27). 

4)  Official  Spree  Days  of  old 
were  big  party  events  where 
most  of  the  campus  not  only 
showed  up,  but  brought  friends 
here  for  a  weekend  of  entertain- 
ment. 

5)  Party  weekends  on  cam- 
pus are  always  a  public  safety 
concern  because  off-campus 
visitors  and  unwise  students 
manage  to  get  busted  for  com- 
mitting blatent  criminal  activity. 

6)  The'  hope  here  on  cam- 
pus is  that  the  Spring  Fling 
weekend  will  become  the  new 
official  date  for  Spree  Day.  If 
the  off-campus  parties  and  on 
campus  events  are  coodlnated  at 
this  time,  student  organizers 
believe  that  maximum  student 
involvement  will  yield 
satisfying  and  entertaining  re- 
sults for  both  the  sanctioned 
events  and  the  wilder  parties. 

FSC  is  proving  it  is  never  too 
early  to  plan  a  party.  Students 
are  being  advised  to  plan  the 
weekend  of  April  25,  1997  as 
the  definitive  date  for  a  com- 
plete on  (and  around)  campus 
blow  out.

Fitchburg  State  College 
library  goes  hi-tech

In  the  Feb.  5th  issue  I  indi- 
cated the  Library  staff  was  work- 
ing on  a  major  upgrade  for  the 
catalog.  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  provide  a  brief 
summary  of  the  activities  that 
are  taking  place. 

The  project  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  by  June  1997  and  it 
entails  replacing  and/or  upgrad- 
ing all  the  existing  connections. 
There  will  he  12  PCs  with  TCP/ 
IP  addresses  and  direct  connec- 
uons.. 

Logging  onto  the  catalog 
will  be  greatly  simplified  also. 
Catalog  machines  will  be  lo- 
cated on  every  floor,  allowing

In  addition  to  the  hardware 
upgrade,  the  library  staff  will  be 
printing  new  bar  codes  to  re- 
place the  existing  optical  char-

acter  recognition  (OCR)  labels. 
Each  circulating  item  will  re- 
ceive anew  label. The  whole  pro- 


cess will  be  very  labor  intensive. 
The  library  staff  will  attempt 
to  complete  this  project  with  a 
mini  mum  disruption.  Students 
must  be  cautious  when  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  the  library  as 
there  will  be  a  blue  extension 
cord  across  the  floor.  This  phase 
of  the  project  may  extend  past 
June  1997. 

The  new  equipment  and 
telecommunications  cabling 
will  allow  better  access  to  the 
library  catalog.  This  project  is 
separate  from  the  campus  wide 
rewiring  project  and  is  being 
partially  funded  through  library 
funds.  Future  library  upgrade 
updates  will  be  printed  in  the 
Strobe.

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Gull  slaughter  continues

The  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Service(USFWS)  poisoned  over 
2,800  nests  last  spring.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  slaughter  was  to  cre- 
ate a  gull-free  zone  on  South 
Monomoy  Island  so  that  the 
Piping  Plover  Population  may 
flourish.  Experts  express  much 
doubt  to  the  scientific  validity 
and  anticipated  outcome  of  this 
plan. 

The  Piping  Plover  is  a  small 
shore  bird  resident  on  the 
beaches  of  South  Monomoy  Is- 
land. The  beaches  serve  as  nest- 
ing sights  for  the  Piping  Plover. 
These  beaches  are  also  the  habi- 
tat of  thousands  of  Seagulls,  a 
natural  enemy  to  Piping  Plovers. 
Although  Seagulls  are  a 
threat  to  Piping  Plovers,  evi- 
dence shows  that  the  Gulls  are 
not  the  largest  threat.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Piping  Plover  Guard- 
ian Program,  human  distur- 
bances are  having  the  most  det- 
rimental impact  on  the  Plover's 
breeding  success.  Beach  sports 
activities,  campfires,  and  motor 
vehicles  are  also  disrupting  the 
behaviors  of  Plovers.  This  sug- 
gests that  the  USFWS  may  be 


needlessly  killing  thousands  of 
Seagulls. 

Despite  public  outcry,  the 
USFWS  has  decided  to  follow 
through  with  environmental  sei- 
zure of  Seagulls.  According  to 
Diana  Weaver,  a  spokeswoman

for  the  USFWS,  gull  eradication 
will  continue  in  May.  This 
spring  the  agency  will  adopt  new 
methods  of  murder.  New  meth- 
ods include  shooting,  egg  and 
nest  destruction,  and  egg  oiling. 
These  tactics  the  USFWS  has 
adopted  are  considered  foolish 
by  many.  According  to  Pro  Paw, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  kill  gulls 


because  the  gull  population  has 
declined  and  the  Piping  Plover 
population  has  increased.  The 
Program  is  also  believed  to  be 
ineffective.  Maintaining  a  gull- 
free  area  in  an  ideal  nesting  habi- 
tat is  nearly  impossible. 

The  program  is  a  political  re- 
sponse to  a  biological  problem. 
Pro  Paw  has  stated,  the  USFWS 
has  slaughtered  gulls  on 
Monomoy  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mands of  recreational 
vehicles(ORV)  users  for  greater 
access  to  the  beach  on  which 
Piping  Plovers  nest.  It  has  been 
proven  the  threat  to  the  Piping 
Plover  population  is  indeed 
caused  by  human  intrusion. 

This  scheme  to  attack  and 
destroy  the  gull  population  on 
South  Monomoy  Island  must  be 
stopped.  The  massacre  has  se- 
vere and  tragic  environmental 
repercussions.  Whether  shoot- 
ing or  poisoning  the  gulls,  many 
non-target  animals  and  birds  will 
suffer;  they  will  suffer  by  be- 
coming accidentally  poisoned, 
or  by  being  displaced  by  the 
deafening  sounds  of  gun  fire. 

You  can  help  stop  this  sense- 
less program  by  contacting  your 
two  local  US  Senators,  Edward 
M.  Kennedy  and  John  Kerry.

The  information 
I  have  used  in  this  article  is  taken 
from  three  text  books: 
Understanding  Nutrition  by 
Whitney  and  Rolfes,  Essentials 
of  Exercise  Physiology  by 
Mc  Ardie,  Catch  and  Catch,  and 
the  Essential  of  Strength 
Training  and  Conditioning, 
edited  by  Thomas  Baechle.  I 
also  used  two  books  by  Michael 
Colgan,  titled  Optimum  Sports

ened. 


packing  industry  in  the  early 
1900's.  In  recent  times  we 
have  been  besieged  by  the 
onset  of  growth  hormones  and 
antibiotics  injected  into  our 
meats,  and  fifty  years  of 
nitrogen  potassium 

phosphorus  (NPK)  fertilizers 
poured  onto  our  farmlands. 
The  animals  end  up  growing 
faster,  but  mostly  in  terms  of 


fat.  Most  people  today  realize 
excess  fat  is  very  unhealthy  in 
our  diets.  The  vegetables  end  up 
leaching  other  minerals  from  the 
soil.  With  only  NPK  being 
replaced  to  farmlands,  the  soil 
cannot  supply  many  important 
minerals  to  the  growing  plants, 
resulting  in  sub-par  vegetables. 
Why  doesn't  the  food 
industry  clean  up  its  act? 
Money.  Farmers  get  paid  (most 
often)  in  terms  of  pounds  of 
product  grown.  In  order  to  make 
money  to  support  their  families, 
they  feel  the  need  to  use  the 
cheapest,  and  fastest  methods  of 
producing  the  most  food  they 
can. 

This  information  leads  to  the 
idea  that  we  could  stop  raising 
livestock,  and  use  the  plants 
grown  to  feed  the  animals,  to 
feed  hungry  people.  This  is  an 
interesting  idea,  but  could  it  be 
a  solution  to  hunger?  I  don't  feel 
it  could  be.  One  of  the  biggest 
problems  involved  with  world 
hunger  is  geography.  Not  all,  but 
many  of  the  worlds  hungry 
people  live  in  places  or 
situations  where  food  cannot  get 
to  them.  Just  look  at  the  wasted 
food  in  the  grocery  store.  Items 
that  are  past  the  "sell  by  date" 
are  often  still  fine  for 
consumption,  but  not  to  sell.

"Our  band  represents  a 
unique  fruit."  says  guitarist  Mat 
Babineau  of  the  New  Pond 
Fondle.  "Our  sound  is  a  mix  of 
structured  jamming,  funk,  jazz 
and  blues." 

The  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege-based student  band  New 
Pond  Fondle  was  birthed  by 
guitarist.  Mat  Babineau,  and 
drummer.  Greg  Secino.  The 
two  united  in  high  school  and 
came  to  form  part  of  what  is 
now  a  six  member  band. 

Named  after  an  abstract,  pri- 
mary color-based  painting 
which  hangs  in  their  jam  space 
and  at  performances,  New  Pond 
Fondle  provides  a  truly  eclec- 
tic musical  experience.  The  six 
members  draw  from  a  variety 
of  rhythmic  and  cultural  genres, 
creating  instrumental  pieces 
which  seemingly  build  up  from 
nowhere  and  climax  into  color- 
ful waves  of  smooth,  groovin' 
sound. 

Mike  Shutts,  lead  and 
rhythm  guitarist,  comments, 
"There  is  a  lot  of  blues  influ- 
ence in  our  music."  The  band 
certainly  provides  local  blues 
enthusiasts  with  an  opportunity 
to  hear  surprisingly  well-con- 
structed and  thoughtful  blues 
tunes.  My  Babe,  a  12-bar  blues 
based  on  the  boy-meets-girl 
story,  features  smooth  crooning 
by  frontman  Dave  Harrington.

Dennis  Poitras,  artist  and 
musician,  displayed  his  talents 
along  with  several  other  artists 
on  Friday,  February  7,  in  nearby 
Winchendon. 

Poitras,  a  musician  for  over 
twenty-seven  years,  performed 
as  part  of  the  WinArts  program 
before  a  packed  audience  on  the 
top  floor  of  the  Beals  Memorial 
library  using  an  instrument  of 
his  own  creation  made  out  of 
hard  rock  maple.  The  instru- 
ment originally  was  a  four- 
stringed  Appalachian  Dulcimer 
but  now  consists  of  nearly 
twenty  strings,  a  resonance 
chamber,  and  is  attached  to  am- 
plifiers. "I  always  feel  like  I'm 
getting  into  a  cockpit,"  Poitras 
said  as  he  slipped  into  position. 
With  deep  concentration 
Poitras,  dressed  in  a  black  suit, 


sat  on  the  stage  and  tapped  out 
several  self-composed  songs. 
The  vibrations  could  be  felt  in 
the  air  and  from  the  floor  as  he 
played  'Grateful  Garcia',  a 
tribute  to  the  late  Jerry  Garcia, 
'Palace  of  Fire',  and  many

more.  Each  piece  told  a  tale  to 
the  sea  of  faces  in  the  room  with 
swift  notes  and  reverberating 
sounds.  "This  proves  my  mu- 
sic is  as  weird  as  my  art,"  said 
Poitras  as  he  pulled  a  children's 
violin  bow  out  to  play  a  final 
melody. 


Poitras  also  displayed  several 
pieces  of  artwork  in  an  adjoin- 
ing room.  He  has  been  creating 
visual  art  since  he  was  four  and 
says  that  he  creates  as  he  goes, 
instead  of  starting  out  with  an 
image  in  mind.  The  pieces  he 
had  displayed  were  three-dimen- 
sional and  had  names  like ' Alien 
With  Pet  Chicken'  and  'The 
Nothing  But  Poetry  Man.' 
Poitras  used  beer  cans,  picks, 
bolts,  shells,  and  even  a  face 
from  a  mannequin  to  enhance  his 
images  and  to  attract  the  viewer. 
"My  favorite  things  are  those 
smashed  by  cars,"  he  said.

John  Akers  gave  a  soulful  inter- 
pretation of  some  well-loved 
songs  to  a  delighted  audience  in 
the  FSC  pub  on  February  12. 
The  room  was  seasonally  deco- 
rated with  white  lights  and  ski 
equipment.  On  stage,  the  lone 
man  and  his  acoustic  guitar  en- 
tertain a  small  crowd  with  songs 
from  Bruce  Springsteen,  Bonnie 
Raitt,  and  Joni  Mitchell,  as  well 
as  current  hits  and  inspired  origi- 
nals. 

The  talented  Akers  plays  guitar,

What  does  John  Zorn  want  to  be 
when  he  grows  up?  That's  the 
question  critics  more  or  less  pose 
when  they  discuss  this  avant- 
garde  saxophonist. 

Zom,  so  far,  has  turned  his 
back  on  mainstream  jazz;  In- 
stead of  taking  hsi  rightful  place 
among  the  elite  in  jazz  history, 
Zorn  has  chosen  to  churn  out 
envelope-pushing  album  after 
album  for  indie  labels.  From 
thrash,  Japanese-punk,  elec- 
tronic noise,  free-form  improvi- 
sational,  Jewish  melody  based 
jazz,  to  soundtracks,  Zom  has 
done  it  all. 

This  time  Zorn  leads  a  four 
man  group  consisting  of  down- 
town players.  It  includes:  Rob- 
ert Quine  (guitar),  Marc  Ribot 
(guitar),  Cyro  Baptista  (percus- 
sion), and  Zorn  (alto-saxophone, 
prepared  piano,  and  samples). 

This  soundtrack  is  the  fifth 
released  in  Zom's  'Film  Works 
series'.  Among  the  48  tracks  on 
this  disc  that  were  used  in  the 
Oki  Hiroyuki  film  'Tears  of  Ec- 
stasy', each  average  in  at  a  little 
over  a  minute  apiece.  Amaz- 
ingly, Zorn  and  co.  have  no 
trouble  creating  miniature  sound 
collages  that  sweep  up  the 
listenerin  a  range  of  emotions. 
Electronic  percussion  sets  the 
backdrop  for  flowing  saxophone 
on  the  majestic  'Root'.  But  just 
when  this  soundtrack  starts  to 
lull  you  to  sleep,  the  obscene 
noise  of  'Trisectrix  ofMaclaur'in 
jars  you  awake.  Its  inconceiv- 
able that  only  four  instruments 
can  make  this  much  sheer  noise. 

Although  its  not  to  say  that 


zorn  can't  make  organized 
noise.  'Cusp'  sounds  like  what 
might  have  happened  if 
Metallica  had  been  weaned  on 
Techno. 

These  one-minute  sound 
bytes  make  'Film  Works  V  hard 
to  digest  in  one  sitting,  but  hey, 
aren't  all  John  Zorn  albums? 
Zorn,  unlike  popular  musicians 
who  aim  to  create  a  handful  of 
albums  that  a  majority  of  listen- 
ers will  like,  seemingly  aims  to 
create  a  majority  of  albums  (fifty 
and  counting)  that  a  handful  of 
listeners  might  love.  If  this  is 
what's  seen  as  Zorn's  lack  of 
creative  maturity,  well  I  hope  he 
never  grows  up.

Could  or  should  the  farm 
industry  be  improved?  Yes.  But 
remember  that  there  are  many 
solutions  to  these  problems  that 
don't  revolve  around  the 
cessation  of  using  animal 
products.  And  remember  that  an 
extremely  healthy  diet  can 
include  animal  products. 


Visiting  the  Lost  World 


Michael  Crichton's:  The  Lost 

World

In  the  entertainment  industry, 
people  never  seem  to  stay  dead. 
For  example,  in  the  movie 
Monty  Python  and  the  Holy 
Grail  a  man  is  collecting  the 
bodies  of  the  dead  -  a  dialogue 
follows  in  which  an  old  man  pro- 
claims, "I'm  not  dead  yet,"  while 
others  try  to  persuade  him  to  shut 
up  and  die.  And  in  The  Princess 
Bride ,  people  are  not  dead  until 
they  are  'completely  dead'. 
Death  is  cheated  once  again 
when  Ian  Malcolm,  the  cynical 
mathematician  from  Jurassic 
Park,  returns  to  life  in  The  lx>st 
World  by  Michael  Crichton. 

In  the  book  version  of  Juras- 
sic Park,  Malcolm  as  well  as 
John  Hammond  (founder  of  the 
park)  were  killed  before  they 
escaped  off  the  island.  But  when 


the  film  came  out  around  1993, 
neither  Hammond  nor  Malcolm 
were  killed,  even  though  the  lat- 
ter was  seriously  injured  when 
attacked  by  the  T-Rex.  In  1995, 
due  to  the  success  of  the  film  and 
the  cry  of  the  readers  for  more, 
Crichton  published  The  Lost 
World. 

Since  the  movie  was  a  suc- 
cess, and  Malcolm  didn't  die, 
Crichton  needed  a  way  to  resur- 
rect him.  So  he  did.  When  talk- 
ing about  his  return  to  the  world 
of  the  living,  Malcolm  says,  "I 
was  sorry  to  cut  short  the  cel- 
ebrations in  mathematics  depart- 
ments around  the  country."  He 
later  said,  "It  turned  out  I  was 
only  slightly  dead." 

Thanks  to  the  fact  that  he  is 
no  longer  dead,  Malcolm  is 
pulled  back  into  a  world,  which 
he  hoped  had  long  since  van- 
ished, by  an  irritating  rich-kid 
scientist  named  Richard  Levine. 


Levine  is  determined  to  prove 
several  of  Malcolm's  theories 
wrong  by  proving  that  dinosaurs 
still  roam  the  earth.  To  do  so  he 
funds  an  expedition  including 
Malcolm,  Sara  Harding  (a  Held 
biologist  who  was  once  in  love 
with  Malcolm),  and  several  oth- 
ers. 

The  one  major  problem  with 
this  book  was  mixing  up  remem- 
bered information  from  Jurassic 
Park,  the  movie,  versus  Jurassic 
Park,  the  book.  I  often  found 
myself  saying,  "But  I  thought 
this  happened  last  time."  Some 
themes  are  carry-overs  from  the 
book  but  Crichton  added  some 
from  the  movie  as  well. 

Overall  the  bcx)k  is  fast,  sus- 
penseful  reading  with  a  few  un- 
expected twists.  But  you'll  have 
to  read  it  to  find  out.  When  the 
movie  comes  out  this  summer 
you  can  compare  notes.

The  Valentine's  Day  massa- 
cre came  a  day  late  for  the  FSC 
LadyFalcons  as  they  were  dis- 
mantled by  Westfield  State  94- 
47.  The  LadyFalcons  were 
looking  to  avenge  a  97-58  loss 
to  the  LadyOwls  earlier  in  the 
season,  but  from  start  to  finish 
were  outmatched  by  a  very 
quick  and  talented  Westfield 
State  team. 

Fitchburg  State  came  out 
strong  taking  a  5-2  lead  on 
some  solid  shooting  by  Sarah 
Harding  and  Dianne  Horwath, 
but  Westfield  State  tied  the 
game  and  had  a  19-10  lead  with 
about  fourteen  minutes  left  in 
the  half.  The  LadyFalcons  then 
scored  the  next  seven  points, 
cutting  the  lead  to  two,  but 
would  get  no  closer  as 
Westfield  State  scored  nine  un- 
answered points  before  a  free 
throw  by  Horwath  stopped  the 
bleeding.  Two  of  the  problems 
FSC  had  in  the  first  half  were 
an  injury  to  senior  forward  Amy 
Harrington  and  immediate  foul 
trouble  for  rebounding  sensa- 
tion Stacy  Shanks,  who  picked 
up  four  quick  fouls  in  the 
game's  first  ten  minutes.  As  the 
half  continued  Westfield  State 
maintained  about  a  ten-point 


lead  and  led  41-25  at  halftime 
due  to  the  strong  play  of 
LadyOwls  guard  Holly 
Maines  (16pts,  11  assists,  7 
steals)  and  forward  Kristen 
Schmaelzle  (13pts). 

In  the  second  half 
Westfield  State  continued  its 
hot  shooting  and  proceeded  to 
shot  over  fifty  percent  in  the 
half  (51.3%)  compared  to 
FSC's  twenty-  seven  percent. 
The  LadyFalcons  also  had 
problems  containing  Westfield 
State's  perimeter  game  as  well 
as  their  inside  game.  Caitlin 
Foley  (1  lpts,  4  steals)  hit  three 
three-pointers  and  Amanda 
Braden  (20pts,  4  rbs,  3  steals) 
dominated  the  offensive  end 
for  Westfield  State. 

As  the  second  half  contin- 
ued Westfield  State  pulled  far- 
ther and  farther  away  from 
Fitchburg  State  and  at  one 
point  held  a  76-36  lead.  Al- 
though Harrington  came  back 
to  play  the  second  half,  Shanks 
fouled  out  halfway  through 
the  second  half  and  Coach 
McNamara  was  forced  to  go 
to  her  depleted  bench,  which 
had  only  three  reserves.  "We 
played  hard,  but  it's  tough 
when  you  only  have  three  re- 
serves." said  Coach 
McNamara,  "We  had  a  few 
players  play  a  lot  of  minutes 


and  they  got  tired  early." 

Shanks  (6pts,  8  rbs,  2 
steals)  commented  on  the  play 
of  the  team  and  the  remainder 
of  the  season.  "I  thought  we 
played  well  in  the  first  half," 
said  Shanks,  "but  they  were 
very  strong  underneath.  We 
need  to  get  fired  up  for  the 
next  three  games  and  the 
MASCAC  tournament.  We've 
got  a  good  team  and  want  to 
go  3-0  going  into  the  tourna- 
ment." 

Along  with  Shanks,  the 
LadyFalcons  got  solid  efforts 
from  captain  Dianne  Horwath 
(15pts,  12rbs,  3  assists),  Sarah 
Harding  (llpts,  2  steals)  and 
Brandy  LeBlanc  (7pts,  7rbs). 
Harrington,  who  is  shooting 
almost  fifty  percent  from  the 
field  for  the  season,  also  had 
six  rebounds  and  freshman 
Stephanie  DiGirolamo  netted 
four  points  and  five  rebounds 
of  her  own  in  the  loss. 

The  LadyFalcons'  next 
game  is  Thursday,  February 
20th  vs.  North  Adams  State  on 
the  road.  The  game  starts  at 
5:30.  FSC  will  return  home  on 
February  22nd  against 
Bridgewater  State  in  their  sea- 
son finale.  That  game  will  start 
at  2:00pm. 


Falcons  shred  Owls  88-74

Led  by  George  Alexander's 
26  points  and  the  defensive 
play  of  captain  Jamie 
Margoupis  (6pts,  8rbs)  the 
FSC  Falcons  (11-9,  5-4 
MASCAC)  put  the  Westfield 
State  Owls  (6-16,  4-6 
MASCAC)  on  the  endangered 
species  list,  defeating  them  88- 
74  in  an  exciting  Saturday  af- 
ternoon contest. 

The  Falcons  traded  the 
lead  throughout  the  course  of 
the  first  half  with  the  Owls, 
who  were  led  by  Chris  Carr 
(20pts,  6rbs)  and  Mike 
Theberge  (17pts,  4  assists,  4 
steals),  with  Theberge  con- 
necting on  two  three-pointers 
early  in  the  first  half.  The  Fal- 
cons countered  getting  strong 
support  from  Seante  Harris 
(lOpts,  4rbs,  6  steals),  Chris 
Hunt  ( 1 5pts)  and  Tony  Whclan 
(12pts).  After  FSC  took  a  33- 
29  lead  late  in  the  first  half,  the 
Owls  countered  and  led  38-37 
on  a  three  pointer  from  Owl 
guard  Dimetrius  Hatcher  go- 
ing into  halftime. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  sec- 
ond half  the  Owls  came  out 
strong  and  led  by  as  many  as 
five  points  before  FSC  tight- 
ened up  its  defense  and  frus- 
trated many  of  Westfield 
State's  top  scorers,  including 
Dan  Racine  (16pts)  who  was 
held  to  nine  points  below  his 
season  average.  "We  wanted 
to  make  sure  we  shut  down 


Racine,"  said  Coach  Bob 
Bonci,  "but  I  give  Westfield 
State  a  lot  of  credit  because 
both  Carr  and  Theberge  picked 
up  the  slack  for  Racine  in  the 
first  half.  We  utilized  a  Dia- 
mond one  defense  throughout 
the  first  half,  wore  him  down 
early  and  were  able  to  go  to 
man-on-man  afterwards. 
Jamie  Margoupis  did  an  ex- 
ceptional job  defending 
Racine.  That  was  the  key." 

Alexander,  who  also 
chipped  in  with  six  rebounds 
and  three  steals,  talked  about 
Coach  Bonci's  Diamond  one 
defense  and  how  successful  it 
was  throughout  the  course  of 
the  game.  "We  tightened  up 
our  defense  in  the  second  half, 
kept  our  eye  on  Racine,  and 
ran  different  players  at  him." 
said  Alexander. 

Alter  the  Falcons  tied  the 
score  at  61-61on  a  three 
pointer  by  Alexander  they  pro- 
ceeded to  rip  off  ten  unan- 
swered points  before  the  Owls 
countered  on  a  pair  of  buckets 
by  Carr  and  Racine,  respec- 
tively. After  this  it  became  a 
battle  of  free  throws  as 
Alexander  sunk  four  free 
throws  and  drove  the  lead  back 
up  to  ten. 

Pete  Daley  (19pts,  8  rbs,  2 
steals,  3  three-pointers)  talked 
about  the  game  and  how  from 
this  point  on  each  game  is  im- 
portant. "We  weren't  really 
hustling  in  the  first  half  and 
were  getting  beat  on  the 
boards,"  said  Daley,  "but  we 


hustled  in  the  second  half  and 
wanted  the  ball  more.  This  was 
a  big  win  for  us  and  now  we're 
going  to  play  the  last  three 
games  like  they're  tournament 
games  so  we  can  get  a  good 
seed  for  the  MASCAC  Tour- 
nament." 

For  the  game  the  Falcons 
shot  an  amazing  56.4  percent 
from  the  field  (compared  to 
Westfield  State's  43.5  percent) 
and  also  connected  on  54.5 
percent  of  their  three-point  at- 
tempts. Fitchburg  State's  next 
game  is  Thursday  versus  North 
Adams  State  on  the  road.  The 
game  starts  at  7:30.  The  men 
will  close  out  their  regular  sea- 
son Saturday  February  22nd 
against  Bridgewater  State.  The 
game  starts  at  4:00pm.

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Player  Profile:  Dan  Genatossio

You  may  not  recognize 
him  as  one  of  the  most  tal- 
ented hockey  players  ever  to 
have  come  through  FSC.  He 
looks  like  any  other  guy  on 
campus  wearing  his  well 
broken-in  baseball  cap,  flan- 
nel shin  and  sporting  a  five 
o'clock  shadow.  However, 
what  separates  Dan 
Genatossio  from  the  rest  of 
the  student  body  is  that  he 
will  leave  his  mark  in  FSC 
history  as  one  of  hockey's 
all-time  leaders  in  career 
goals,  assists,  and  points. 

The  senior  captain  out  of 
Brockton  is  playing  in  his 
fourth  and  final  year  for  the 
Falcons,  and  has  currenUy 
played  over  100  games,  with 
three  left  in  this  regular  sea- 
son plus  post  season  games. 
A  deadly  offensive  player, 
Dan  averages  over  24  goals 
per  season,  currently  has  20 
on  the  season  and  his  96 
goals  places  him  second  as 
the  all-time  goal  scerer  in  FSC 
history.  Dan  scored  what  was 
arguably  the  biggest  goal  in 
school  history  last  March  with 
the  game  winner  in  overtime 
in  the  ECAC/N/C/S  title 
game.  Currently  he  is  ranked 
third  in  NCAA  scoring  for  the 
season. 

Tallying  95  career  assists 
(sixth  FSC  all-time),  and  scor- 
ing 96  career  goals  (second 
FSC  all-time)  for  191  career 
points  (third  FSC  all-time)  is 
a  tremendous  accomplishment 
for  any  collegiate  hockey 
player,  but  don't  tell  that  to  the 
modest  Genatossio.  Dan  at- 
tributes much  of  his  success 
to  his  teammates.  "I've  been 
fortunate  to  have  had  the  op- 
portunity to  play  with  great 
players,"  said  Genatossio. 
"Coach  Fuller  does  a  great  job 
recruiting  awesome  players." 

As  you  would  expect  from 
a  team  leader  Genatossio 's 
personal  goals  for  the  season 
reflect  the  team's  goals.  He  is 


all  business  and  does  not  get 
wrapped  up  in  the  excitement 
of  climbing  his  way  up  the 
record  books.  "We'll  try  to  win 
the  rest  of  our  games  and  get  a 
one  or  two  seed  in  the  post  sea- 
son     and      win      another 


championship,  "explained 
Genatossio.  "It  would  be  nice 
to  win  another  championship 
my  senior  year."  Genatossio 
and  senior  co-captain  Aaron 
Abitz  share  a  unique  experi- 
ence in  having  the  opportunity 
to  play  on  championship 
teams  throughout  their  careers 
at  FSC. 

With  the  stacked  talent 
Coach  Fuller  has  on  the  team 
this  year  the  Falcons  could 
very  well  again  go  all  the  way. 
The  team  is  playing  well  and 
is  averaging  over  seven  goals 
per  game.  "We  have  the  num- 
ber one  power  play  in  the 
country,"  boasts  Genatossio. 
"I  am  able  to  see  the  ice  well, 
find  the  open  man  and  pass  the 
puck  to  some  great  offensive 
players  on  the  team  like 
Damon  Moore,  Joe  Centrella, 
Rob  Lavery,  and  freshman  Jeff 
DuRoss." 

The  numbers  Genatossio 
has  produced  over  the  years  is 
in  no  way  solely  attributed  to 


the  support  he  receives  from 
his  teammates.  He  is  in  fact  a 
great  player  and  is  loaded 
with  talent,  although  his  game 
is  not  flawless.  "One  area  I 
would  like  to  improve  on  in 
my  game  is  defense,"  said 
Genatossio.  "I  have  come 
a  long  way  since  my  fresh- 
man year  with  the  help  of 
Coach  Fuller  on  my  defen- 
sive skills." 

In  fact  his  overall  game 
has  improved  consistently 
since  his  freshman  year, 
having  produced  impres- 
sive stats  throughout. 
Clearly  his  best  season 
was  in  94-95  where  he 
played  in  28  games, 
scored  27  goals  and  had  32 
assists  for  59  points. 
Genatossio  attributes  his 
early  career  accomplish- 
ments to  the  amount  of 
playing  time  granted  to 
him  by  Coach  Fuller.  "By 
having  the  confidence  to 
place  me  on  a  regular  shift 
my  freshman  year  I  was 
able  to  get  a  lot  of  experi- 
ence early  in  my  career,"  said 
Genatossio. 

Genatossio's  explosive  of- 
fensive skills  will  indeed  be 
an  asset  to  the  team  as  they 
wind  down  their  regular  sea- 
son and  prepare  for  the  post 
season.  His  impressive  career 
at  FSC  will  be  remembered 
for  a  long  time.  You  may  not 
recognize  Dan  Genatossio 
walking  across  campus  as  a 
special  player,  but  you  will 
recognize  him  as  a  extraordi- 
nary player  on  the  ice  wear- 
ing the  number  three  and 
helping  his  team  to  victory  as 
he  adds  to  his  list  of  achieve- 
ments.

Falcons  fall  victim  to  Mohawks

Last  Wednesday  night 
The  Fitchburg  Sate  Hockey 
Team  squared  off  against  the 
Mohawks  of  North  Adams 
State  in  an  up  and  down 
game,  which  ended  with  the 
Mohawks  on  top.  The 
Mohawks  slipped  past  the 
Falcons  by  a  score  of  5-4. 

The  Mohawks  came  on  to 
the  ice  in  the  first  period 
ready  for  war  and  nearly 
stamped  out  any  hopes  for  a 
Falcon  victory  by  scoring 
three  unanswered  goals.  The 
first  of  the  Mohawks'  goals 
came  4:24  into  the  period 
when  Pat  Sullivan  sent  a  slap 
shot  from  the  blue  line  past 
Falcon  goalie,  Aaron  Abitz. 
Sullivan  was  assisted  by 
Kevin  Sullivan  and  Dan 
Kiernan. 

The  Mohawks  struck 
again  less  than  two  minutes 
later  when  Kevin  Sullivan 
found  the  back  of  the  net 
with  the  help  of  teammate 
John  Dowd.  The  score  was 
then  2-0. 

Pat  Sullivan  scored  his 
second  goal  with  just  over 
seven  minutes  remaining  in 
the  period.  This  time  he 
placed  the  puck  in  the  top 
corner  unassisted  and  at  the 
end  of  the  first  period  the 
Mohawks  led  3-0. 

"  I  thought  that  they  out 
worked  us  with  their  fore 
checking  and  we  were  not 
winning  any  one  on  one 
battles,"  said  Coach  Dean 
Fuller  "  We  just  could  not 
generate  much  offense." 

When  the  Falcons  took 
the  ice  to  start  the  second 
period  Jeff  Troisi  had  re- 
placed Abitz  as  goalie  and 
Rob  Lavery  was  all  fired  up. 


Lavery  gave  the  Falcons  the 
lead  by  scoring  four  unan- 
swered goals  in  the  second 
period.  His  first  came  1:57 
into  the  period  when  he 
knocked  in  a  pass  from  Joe 
Centrella  to  make  the  score 
4-1. 

"Joey  can  really  see  the 
ice  and  Lavery  is  just  so 
quick  that  he  plays  really 
well  out  in  front."  said  Fuller. 
Lavery 's  second  goal 
came  on  a  power  play  with 
exactly  five  minutes  left  in 
the  period.  This  time  he  re- 
directed a  slap  shot  from 
Captain  Damon  Moore  past 
Mohawk  goalie  Scott  Bray. 
Captain  Dan  Genatossio  was 
also  in  for  an  assist  on 
Lavery's  second  goal. 
Lavery  scored  another  power 
play  goal  47  seconds  later  to 
tie  the  score  up.3-3. 

The  go  ahead  goal  came 
with  2:24  remaining  in  the 
period  when  Centrella  and 
Eric  Stevenson  set  up  Lavery 
for  a  perfect  wrist  shot  di- 
rectly in  front  of  the  goal. 
This  goal  put  the  Falcons  on 
top  4-3,  however  the 
Mohawks  took  away  that 
lead  52  seconds  later  when 
Kiernan  scored  a  power  play 
goal  with  the  help  of  Chad 
Dlugolecki  and  Dowd.
